If, for example, the 
first number drawn should be 258, 
the number first to appear in the 
World War lottery, it would mean 
that the man in each area whose 
serial number is 258 would be the 
first to be called for a year in the 
Army—unless he is deferred.

He also added that contractual 
obligations are reflected on many 
projects that will not be com- 
pleted this fiscal year and gave 
‘the Darien bridge, costing $400,000 
and requiring 24 months to build, 
as an example. 
7 Auditor’s Report. 

In his report, the state auditor 
not only exposed the department’s 
financial condition but vigorously 
criticized its purchasing prac- 
tices. 

“This deplorable condition in 
the highway department is the di- 
rect result of operation and con- 
trol by the State Budget Commis- 
sion, which is composed of the 
Governor and state auditor,” Mil- 
ler. charged. 

He said that by executive orders 
ef the Governor-Director of the 
budget, the Budget Commission 
took over complete control and 
operation of the Highway Depart- 
ment in April and May of 1939.

Attack Turks 


Albanians Reported in 
Rebellion Against Ital- 
ian Invaders. 

BELGRADE, Oct. 28.—(UP)— 


Neutral diplomats reported tonight 
that Germany is preparing to at- 
tack Turkey, through Rumania 
and Bulgaria, as soon as Italy’s 
invading forces have established a 
stranglehold on Greece. 


Turkey’s entry into the war 
was regarded in well-informed 
circles here to be only a matter 
of @ays if not hours. 

The pro-German military hier- 
archy of Bulgaria was said to be 
hastily preparing the way for the 
German drive down to the Darda- 
nelles. All Bulgarian airports are 
in charge of Nazi ground crews, 
large numbers of planes are ar- 
riving from the Reich and hun- 
dreds of Bulgarian pilots are be- 
ing trained by the Germans, it 
was reported. 

The Axis plan of conquest of 
the Near East was described in 
these quarters as a “grand pincer 
operation” aimed at the Darda- 
nelles, and Adolf Hitler and Benito 
Mussolini were said to have fixed 
a time-table calling for the cap- 
ture of Istanbul by December 1. 

Meanwhile, a rapidly spreading 
Albanian rebellion against Italian 
rule was reported to be crippling 
the Fascist invasion.

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The Pattern Changes 

Now, in the kaleidoscope of war, the spot- 
light shifts to the southeast. The world 
watches as Italy turns loose her dogs of war 
against Greece, the neighbor across the Ionian 
sea. | | 
Aside from the Axis lust for conquest, the 
neutral world can see no reason for the 
attack on Greece. Here’ was a small na- 
tion, seeking to harm no one, content to at- 
tend to her domestic affairs and asking noth- 
ing but peace. 

Perhaps that is the reason for the attack. 
Foiled in their plans for conquest of Britain, 
facing growing unrest at home, the Axis part- 
ners must have looked around the map fer 
some small nation which, they believe and 
hope, will fall quickly before the power of 
blitzkrieg. It is now many months since the 
last excuse for Nazi exultation and a new and 
quick victory is urgently needed, to keep up 
the drooping spirits of the folks at home and 
to attempt, once again, to impress the outside 
world that the forces of totalitarianism are 
invincible. 

They may, however, find they have again 
bitten off a morsel difficult to masticate with- 
out serious indigestion. 

Greece is by no means, for her size, a weak- 
ling. She lacks the planes and ships and tanks 
and other mechanized items of modern war, 
so probably cannot hope to successfully resist 
the invader, unaided. It is probable, however, 
she will not fight alone. 

Britain has promised every possible aid. 


British warships are even now rushing at top — 


speed across the Mediterranean. If, as report- 
ed, the Italian navy is helping the land and 
air forces that are invading Greece, there may, 
at last, be a good chance for the British naval 
forces to catch the elusive Italians on the open 
sea. Which is all the Britons have asked 
ever since Italy entered the war and began 
to keep her boasted fleet so carefully hidden 
in port. 

If Britain can send sufficient aid on sea 
and in the air, Italy will probably live to re- 
gret the day she listened to the blandishments 
of Hitler and agreed to send her sons to die 
on Grecian soil. 

Then, too, there is Turkey. Turkey will un- 
doubtedly come to the aid of Greece, on one 
condition. That is, that the Soviet approves. 
Once more great Russia is the enigma of the 
situation. Russia does not have to fight. All 
asked of her is a benevolent neutrality, a prom- 
ise not to stab Turkey in the rear, and the 
Turks will undoubtedly throw their formidable 
forces into the scale. 

In any event, the new theater of war must 
draw Axis strength away from the western 
front, along the English channel and the North 
sea. Which means a breathing spell for Brit- 
ain at home, a chance to accelerate her rap- 
idly expanding air force and to use it with 
even greater effectiveness against the vulner- 
able points in the Nazi armor. | 

The war could be decided in the eastern 
Mediterranean area, if Britain and Greece— 
and maybe Turkey—win decisively there. If 
Italy succeeds in conquering Greece, with the 
aid of Germany; if the Axis partners are vic- 
tors in the looming Egyptian campaign; even 
though they win control of the Suez canal, the 
war is not over. 

It cannot be won by the Axis until Brit- 
ain is utterly crushed. Which, regardless of 
possible victories in the Near East, is nc nearer 
accomplishment than it was 12 months ago. 

In fact, the crushing of Britain is further 
off today than ever, while the collapse of Ger- 
many, and Italy, daily draws nearer. 

It is the knowledge of impending doom that 
{impels the Hitler and Mussolini partnership 
to undertake new adventures in senseless de- 
struction, such as that against the Greeks.

Your Chances 

Today, in Washington, numbers will be 
drawn, one by one, from a huge glass bowl. 
Those numbers will decide the order in which 
America’s young men, eligible for army service, 
will be called for a year’s military training. 

In Georgia, 383,399 men between the ages 
of 21 and 35 registered for the draft on Oc- 
tober 16. Of these it is estimated that approx- 
imately 75,000 will be classified in Group 1. 
That group will consist of those who are with- 
out dependents, unmarried and physically fit. 

Thus it is seen that a man registered has 
only one chance in five of getting in Group 1. 

Of the 75,000 selected men, about 12,200 may 
actually be called to arms, from Georgia, dur- 
ing the coming year. 

Thus the chance of being called to service 
is about one in six if you are in Group l. 

This means that, of the men registered in 
this state, only one of each 30 is apt to see 
army service during the coming 12 months. 

The first number drawn out of that glass 
bowl in Washington will call to the colors, if 
eligible, every man with that number in his 
local draft board. The second will summon a 
second man, likewise, and so on. 

When all the advantages, in physical train- 
ing, in discipline, in character improvement 
and in knowledge of the use of modern war 
equipment are considered, those drawn to serve 
will be, whether war comes or not, the fortu- 
nate ones. 

There should be no tears when the called 
boys leave to report for service. Rather there 
should be pride in their selection and happi- 
ness that they are to enjoy an experience that 
may well be invaluable in later life.

Editorial Symposium 
CONSCRIPTION IN ACTION. | 

With Secretary of War Stimson drawing the 
first number in the draft lottery at noon today, 
the FORT WORTH STAR-TELEGRAM believes 
“Unity in the common cause of national defense 
prevails more strongly today than at any time in 
the past. Soberly and realistically, the 
American people are united under the national 
defense program. . They have accepted the 
harsh fact that only adequate military prepar- 
edness will keep our country secure.” 

“There are abundant indications that Ameri- 
ca’s belated but total decision to go ‘all out’ on 
the defense front . . is confounding those who 
dream of conquest,” says the WASHINGTON 
STAR, which adds: “This is the American way 
of life translated into terms of action that to- 
day’s dictators can understand.” And the ST. 
LOUIS POST-DISPATCH sees the draft as 
for a greater national defense imposed upon it 
“America’s most significant answer to the need 
by the men of war in the outside world. It is 
designed to demonstrate so great a strength that 
the men of war will not dare interfere with the 
national will to peace.” 

“Comparatively few will actually be called 
into service now,” the NEW YORK HERALD 
TRIBUNE thinks, “. . . but it (the nation) is 
drafting the patriotism, seriousness and _ intel- 
ligence of all . _ to form a continuing, demo- 
cartic military system—a military system that 
will give every man the proper place in the de- 
fense of the modern community which was once 
filled by the pioneer farmer who kept his rifle 
bright above the fireplace.” And the BOSTON 


TRAVELER declares, “The national purpose is 


that not one drop of young American blood shall 
be shed in even a war of defense. If we are 
strong. there will be no need for a war of de- 
fense.” 

Meanwhile, “In this war-harried world, there 
is nothing for the United States to do but to 
raise the soldiers and build the arms to hold up 
its own end, what ever comes,” says the NEW 
YORK DAILY NEWS, which expresses the hope 
“that the universal training idea won't be aban- 
doned after this world crisis shakes itself out. 
The draft law ought to be extended indefinitely; 
and the yearly levies ought eventually to be con- 
fined to the large group of young men who have 
finished their educations but haven't yet landed 
permanent or promising jobs.” 

The DENVER POST, however, offers another 
note, commenting: “Early last June, President 
Roosevelt declared there was no reason for con- 
gress to remain in session any longer. . . So 
far as he was concerned, preparation of the pro- 
gram for national defense was complete. It 
wasn't until more than two weeks later that the 
conscription bill was introduced. And it was 
more than a month after that—after he had 
‘drafted’ himself to run for a third term—that 
he came out for conscription and declared it was 
necessary for national defense.” 


| THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
‘THE MEN OF VICHY WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The char- 


acter of the individuals playing the 
main roles is at once the grace note of horror, and the clue to the 
strange new act of the French tragedy. Petain, Weygand, Laval 
and Baudoin—so much depends upon them, yet unless the best- 
informed men here are utterly mistaken, they must be the least 
dependable group of leaders ever to hold in their hands the fate 
of a great and unhappy nation. 

The best of them, Marshal Petain, the surviving hero of the first 
World War, is at least a reasonably honorable man. He is also, 
however, a black reactionary, bitterly anti-parliamentarian and 
anti-democratic, and now so senile that his mind is virtually in- 
operative after the first hours of the morning. When he first rises 
his head is clear enough, but even a fairly light meal renders him 
intellectually incapable. Since his is chiefly an inner stupor, he 
is an ideal figurehead. As such he has been used by the men 
around him ever since Laval deceived him into joining the peace 
party and heading the Vichy government. 

_ In his clear-headed intervals, he is credited with a fairly dis- 
interested grasp of France’s true situation, but he can be manipu- 
lated like a puppet when he is muddled. There are endless anec- 
dotes of Petain in his puppet role. Perhaps the best concerns the 
recent speech in which he seemed to attack the United States. The 
speech was reportedly written by Gaston de Bergery, a pro-German 
deputy of the Flandin group who has lately been worming his way 
into Petain’s confidence. 
to the French foreign office, it was read by him without the slight- 
est consciousness of its implications. When these were pointed out 
to him by the American charge at Vichy, he was suddenly horrified. 

With the suspicion of old people who half know they are 
being used but do not quite know how, he insisted that an un- 
fortunate foreign office official, who had no blame for the speech, 
write out a disclaimer of intent to attack this country under his 
own eyes. This document, read off to the American charge by the 
foreign minister, Baudoin, was one of Petain’s rare assertions of 
independence. - 


SORDID AND CORRUPT The Germans’ power over Petain 

is only their power to retain or 
release the 2,000,000 prisoners now being held as hostages across 
the Rhine, to starve or feed all France, and to support or destroy 
Petain’s government. If the conviction should ever sink into 
Petain’s muddled mind that, despite the Germans’ power to punish, 
France would be better served by the formality of a renewed re- 
sistance, he might resist. Not so Baudoin and Laval, to whom 
national interests weigh little beside personal interests, who know 
their lives will not be worth a nickel’s purchase if Britain is not 
beaten. 

Laval, the peasant lawyer-politician, grown vastly rich by mys- 
terious and unsavory means, is a reasonably familiar world figure. 
His peculiar tenderness for Germany and Italy, perhaps not un- 
connected with his bank book, his hatred of England, his life his- 
tory of a villain in a Balzac novel—all these are generaliy known. 
Less known is Baudoin, the handsome, engaging, wholly false and 
superficial banker, whom the Comtesse de Porte brought into Rey- 
naud’s cabinet to betray her lover. The measure of Baudoin’s judg- 
ment is provided by his conviction that the vast holdings of the 
Bank of Indo-China are safeguarded by a private agreement be- 
tween him and the Japanese representative at Vichy. Like Laval, 
he is intensely anti-British and pro-Axis. 

The quality of this precious pair is finally indicated by their 
close association with Fernand de Brinon, an.intimate of Baudoin 
in his banking days and now director of Laval’s private cabinet. 
De Brinon, editor of a financial paper owned by one of the partners 
in Lazard Freres, was this great banking house’s anchor to wind- 
ward for Nazi storms. Head of the pre-war Franco-German com- 
mittee, he was so well known as an agent of the notorious Heinrich 
Abetz that he came close to jail before the fall of France. Now 
he serves both Laval and Baudoin as a liaison with Abetz, and was 
the intermediary through whom Laval’s secret Paris talks with the 
German ambassador-gauleiter were arranged. It would be dif- 
ficult to imagine political corruption more complete or more sordid. 


WEYGAND: THE OFF-CHANCE Lastly, there is the last 

member of this strange 
quartet, Marshal Weygand, who may prove the weak link in the 
machine by which the Germans hope to bend France to their uses. 
Even more reactionary and anti-democratic than Petain, anti- 
British into the bargain, he has suffered until lately from a strange 
mania that France must be “purified through suffering.’ There are 
signs, however, that this political masochism is passing, and that 
anti-British as he is, he may be ready to face the fact that the only 
chance for restoration of French national life lies in the chance of 
British victory. 

To serve their German masters well, Laval and Baudoin must 
carry along the French armies in Morocco and Syria. In Morocco 
both the military commander and the secretary-general, Honick, 
are pro-British. In Syria, where a powerful force is stationed, there 
is pro-British feeling and a liaison with the British army in Egypt 
has just been established. If Weygand will not follow the other 
men of Vichy at this juncture, there is a chance that their effort 
to deliver up France’s remaining resources may yet fail. And 
though the chance is slim, Weygand, safely in Morocco, has lately 
beey discussing the progress of the war in an encouraging tone.

The two were 
joined together in most of their oaths. And now, suddenly, to have 
the chief of the CIO as their partner and associate, is too, too 
awful. But they will take him if he can help them sink Roosevelt. 

They know Lewis has some real strength in Pennsylvania and 
Illinois—that his miners will stay with him. For that reason the 
deal was made. Those two states might be enough to elect Willkie. 

They will not be happy, if Willkie is elected, with John L.

He is undoubtedly one of the most intelligent men in labor but 
also one of the most dangerously ambitious.

That he has all the lust for power which 
makes for real dictators is obvious from his record. He will rule 
or ruin. 

He seems to me to be the most dangerous man in American 
politics; at once its most ruthless and ambitious man. And now 
the Willkie people have taken him into their house. If they win, 
he will, in time, rule it or ruin it.

Democracy isn’t spinach, but it is the ordinary thing to which 
young people are accustomed, and familiarity makes it seem dull 
and uninspiring; while the isms, being strange and far away, seem 
to promise the adventure for which youth hungers. 

Why expect youngsters to judge wisely when millions of adults 
are fooled? 

Schooling is a fraud unless it teaches. The teacher is a fraud 
unless he knows more than the students. The whole business of 
education is justified by the assumption that the teacner knows 
the truth and is able to impart it to his pupils. If he doesn’t know 
the truth. or isn’t able to teach it, of what use is he? 

Youngsters are valuable clay, easily shaped, and to shape them. 
carelessly or wrongly is a crime against God and humanity. 

A Harvard coach said recently in a Post article: “If they are 
taught honestly to believe in what they are working for, there are 
no limits to their devotion to the principles they are taught.” 

This truth is now being demonstrated anew in Europe, and the 
Catholic church has proved it again and again, century after cen- 
tury, in every corner of the globe.

Many took one glance at h 
crowds gathered in front of the 
long rows of registration 
and abandoned the task as hope- 
jess. Others, more patient, dived 
into the throng and sought vainly 
to go from start to finish of the 
long lists. 

Sometimes they were success- 
ful. Sometimes they weren't. 
Often the name would be acciden- 
tally overlooked among the thou- 
sands on the lists. Sometimes it 
just wasn’t there. 

One Alternative. 

If it wasn’. on the list, there was 
just one thing to do; visit another 
board. And there the same story 
Was repeated. 

Throughout the city, boards 
were visited by thousands during 
the day. With but one or two ex- 
ceptions, the larger the crowd, the 
more complicated became _ the 
problem of discovering a number. 

The few exceptions were the 
boards that had their cards ar- 
ranged alphabetically. 
No. 1, at Capitol and Georgia ave- 
nues, the largest in the city, mat- 
ters went smoothly. 

500 Waiting. 

When the board there opened in 
the morning, nearly 500 persons 
were waiting outside. Within an 
hour, three clerks, skimming rap- 
idly through an alphabetical file 
of nearly 6,000 names, had taken 
care of the entire crowd. 

Throughout the day, nearly 
1,500 more came in for their num- 
bers, but it was but a matter of 
seconds per person with the al- 
phabetical system. At the other 
offices, it was just a plain case of 
hit and miss and, too often, it 
was the latter.

It tells exactly who must register, how the local boards 
will operate, classify, physically examine, and select registrants— 
the period of service, exemptions from service, deferment of sery- 
ice, conscientious objectors—the question of dependents. The 
bulletin tells also about moratorium and ‘stay laws and how they 
affect payment of rent, installment contracts, mortgages.

At this party they hope to raise much of 3 
the money needed for their war relief fund, and so Mr. Newbold 
Morris was present yesterday to sell me the first ticket for this 
benefit. Both Mr. Morris and I were presented with British em- 
blems to wear on our coats, and I felt extremely important be- 
cause a Scotchman in uniform piped me into the room. I nearly 
hit my head on the back of his bagpipes, but dodged just in time, 
and hoped I looked sufficiently dignified to warrant so much honor. 

Then I went as fast as the traffic would let me to the Biltmore 
hotel, where Mrs. William H. Food, head of the New York State 
Women’s Division for the campaign, was holding a large reception 
in honor of Mrs. Wallace and myself.
